Two questions have been proposed 
in one of the many kind letters that 
have been sent about thése talks on 
the Bible. The questions are about 
the reading-of the Bible by the laity;

I shall 
answer them briefly this evening, re- 
serving a fuller explanation of the 
Church’s attitude towards Bible-read 
ing for some future occasion. Has 
the Catholic ‘Church ever forbidden 
her people to read the Bible? The cor 
rect answer to this question is “No 
There never was any absolute prohi- 
bition to read the Bible?” It is true 
that the reading of the Bible in the 
vernacular was greatly restricted in 
the sixteenth century after the rise of 
Protestantism Before that time 
there was no general prohibition. 
Here and there local restrictions were 
made, because of the abuse of the ver- 
nacular Bible; translations had been 
used to spread false doctrine. Because 
of similar abuses the Council of Trent 
made the reading of Bible transla 
tions In the language of the country 
dependent on the permission of the 
parish priest or of the confessor. The 
approbation of such translations was 
later on reserved to the Holy See. 
liowever the rule was modified in 1757 
by Pope Benedict XIV., and during 
the last 170 years the only restriction 
has been that for the ordinary read- 
ing of the Bible in the vernacular an

For Catholic Boys, 
British Canon Says 


London——Day schools are better all 
round for Catholic boys than boarding 
schools, in the opinion of Canon Dris- 
coll, headmaster of the Cardinal 
Vaughan School here.

The case 
was postponed and transferred to Mi- 
lan. Constantine thought of going 
personally to Africa. He was much | 
troubled and undecided, being swayed | 
between his instincts as a ruler and a 
Christian. Then, too, there were to 
be considered the civil peril, the out- 
tage to God and the mockery of the 
pagans. During 315 Constantine 
traveled much and Caecilian was kept | 
several months a virtual prisoner. 
Finally in November, 315, Constantine 
had brought the accusers and calum- 


niators before him and had given his’ 
written decision to Aemilianus, his| 
African prefect. |

Thus, the Donatists were condemned 
three times in three years at Rome, 
Arles and Milan, by the Pope, a Coun- 
cil and the Emperor. The heretics 
asserted that Hosius had influenced 
Constantine when in reality Hosius 
alone saved them from the death pen- 
alty.
